Republican river developm ent has been shunted 
back and forth for m ore than IO years. • The hope 
that at long last actual construction steps would 
get under w ay with the letting of bids scheduled 
for m id-Septem ber w as blasted by announcem ent 
by the Bureau of R eclam ation that President T ru ­ 
m an’s order suspending all projects of this type 
w ere not actually underw ay brings to public at­ 
tention som e of the confusing cross-curren ts now 
in motion in the Unied States. 
The president’s order w as based on the fight 
against inflation in a rising m aterial m arket.

A m ong other things Dr. K och is quoted by the 
A ssociated Press as saying:

to approach the P aris Peace conference with the 
statem ent that on behalf of the U nited S tates he 
w ished to confess our selfishness, our suspicion of 
others, our econom ic and im perialistic am bitions, 
and ask for the forgiveness of the other p artici­ 
pating nations, we m ight be surprised at the num ­ 
ber of representatives of these nations who would 
join in a sim ilar confession and plead for for­ 
given ess.” 
It m ight be suggested that as proof of our “ ifn- 
perialistic am bition,” Mr. B yrnes should point out 
to Cuba and the Philippines, both freed by us from 
Span ish oppression and now independent republics, 
w hile our selfishness m ight be establish ed by re- 
fering to the billions of dollars we are now spen d­ 
ing to save from starvation m illions of men, wom en 
and children, victim s of aggressor nations of which 
we becam e suspicious. 
F or, as charged by the 
reverend New Y orker, our suspicions w ere aroused 
when G erm any, Italy and Ja p a n started out to 
conquer the w orld and those suspicions seem ed to 
have been ju stified when the treacherous attack 
w as m ade on Pearl H arbor and the Philippines and 
the European aggressors declared w ar upon us.

C onfessing F au lts 
Lincoln, Neb. 
To the editor of The Lincoln 
S tar: I w as much interested in 
the story in The S tar of last even­ 
ing: “ U. S. should confess own 
faults first,” by Dr. C. F. Koch, 
of N. Y. City, a high official of 
the Lutheran Church of A m erica” 
for in it he is dealing with con­ 
fession and repentance. But he 
seem s to be dealing with it in a 
com m ercial w ay; that is m islead­ 
ing.

a spiritual

“ Salary G rab: The house fin al­ 
ly passed the senate bill increas­ 
ing salaries of senators and con­ 
gressm en. 
So, the m an you elect 
to congress from the ninth district 
this fall will draw a salary of 
$30,000 for the two years he is 
here, in addition to office, m ile­ 
age, 
stationery, clerk 
hire, 
etc. 
Under this 
new 
law 
any 
con­ 
gressm an who is defeated for re­ 
election will be retired on a pen­ 
sion for life if he has been here 
as much as three term s. The pen­ 
sion runs from $1,500 a year to 
$7,50'1 a year, depending on length 
of service. 
The average old age 
pensioner gets about $11 a month 
but I 
would get about $500 a 
month under this law as long as I 
live. There have been years when 
I have been able to help the farm ­ 
ers, veterans, old folks and busi­ 
nessm en—and my com m ittee w as 
helping win the w ar—and I kept 
down appropriations— when I felt 
I w as worth $100,000 a year to the 
people of the district. 
But when 
I considered that the servicem en 
got about a tenth of w hat their 
sacrifice and risk w as worth in 
the w ar, and the farm ers got only 
a part of w hat their work w as 
worth, I thought I w as well paid 
at $10,000 a year. C ongress doesn’t 
pay farm ers and business men a

The natio nal wage stabilization 
bo ard w hich passes on such m at­ 
ters subject to Steeim an's review 
decided th at because of “special 
circum stances” it w ould appro ve 
3 Vi cents of the 5-cent second in­ 
crease for applicatio n to w ard price 
relief.

T here was no reaso n, h* said, 
why w o rkers In every industry should have 
received the sam e rat^e. 
"T here appear to be no ‘special corcum - 
stances' which would distinguish th is case 
from any o th er which m ight be presented 
in which a full reco nversio n pattern had 
been established and appro ved,” Steelm an 
wrote. 
All the affected lum ber workers now are 
receiving the full 20-cent po stw ar increase.

WASHINGTON —(INS)— Rep. 
Gillespie (R-Colo.) charged Sat­ 
u rday that less than 2 per cent of 
the 
relief 
su pplies 
the United 
States is sending to China reach 
the people for whom they are in­ 
tended. 
Gillespie, ju st retu rned 
from 
the Bikini atom bomb tests, visited 
China, Japan and the Philippine 
islands between 
the two tests. 
He said: “UNRRA is doing a ter­ 
rible job in China.” 
Bu t, he explained, the fau lt lies 
more with the nationalist govern­ 
ment than with UNRRA. The Chi­ 
nese government asked, and re­ 
ceived. UNRRA permission to sell 
a small portion of the relief goods 
to finance distribu tion costs. 
“As a resu lt,” Gillespie said, 
“they are selling all the goods.” 
“There’s lots of graft.” 
Gillespie said that the food that 
was not sold in places like Shang­ 
hai and other large cities was left 
to spoil on the docks where u n­ 
loaded. 
He su ggested that relief goods 
no longer be sent to China free, 
and added: 
“They have the money now. We 
ou ght to sell goods to them.”
